reviewing our findings and what they mean to an owls environment.

11:30-11:50am Educator will stay after program to clean up (class not involved)

Program Details

This is an in-class educational program. An environmental educator will arrive at your school
with all of the necessary programming materials up to one half hour prior to the first program
and will need to stay to clean up until up to one half hour after the program.

Preparations: The programming room should have one large prep table or a carpet space for the
educator’s materials. The students will be working around that table/carpet for the program. The
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educator will also need access to a sink before the program to get water and also after the
program to clean up the watershed model.

The environmental educator will be engaging the students for the program and an appropriate
code of conduct is expected from each participant:

1 Classroom teachers will be present for entire program

1 All discipline issues will be addressed by classroom teachers
